In grace, more religion—be did not object t 
tbe terms. If not used to avoid scriptural 
terms. God has reserved to hlmsolf tbe rlgb 
to name hie own salvation; all parts of tb 
sobeme of salvation converge In tho produ 
tlon of one result. He Illustrated this though 
by mechanism In tho engine and tho huma 
mind and body, a result attained. Sin ha 
been the curse of tbo world, and holiness 
tbe great noutrallzer, and It Is spreading ovc 
tbe world. We have a promise for three things 
first, to make man holy, by oil the appliance 
of tbe press and the ministry; next, tbat hoi 
ness Is not an excrescence tackod on to rollg 
Ion, not a novelty; It Is proved f;\im God 
own word: thl« Is what God moans by prcdes 
tlnatlon; next thought la that holiness is a u 
oesslty—not optional—hojlnoss or boll,hollnosj 
or no heaven. Tbo Dr. closed his discours 
with ao earnest exhortation and a proposltio 
to seekers to come forward for a clean heart 
this brought nn extended movement on th 
part of hundreds who pressed forward to th 
altar. Aftor some prayers and elnglns th 
hymn "I rleo to walk In heaven's own light, 
many while singing pledged themselves t 
walk In It. Many witnesses attested the powc 
of the groat salvation. Dismissed by Dr. Lou 
roy.

H. O. PBATT'8 EXPERIENCE. 


Kev. Henry 0. Pratt was Introduced and 


took tbe stand: be road for a lesson Psalm 12 
Tw« verses wore sung beginning "And can 
yet delay." Kev. Pratt led In prayer and then 
opened his romark by announcing that eo 
cording to request he wouM relate his own re 
llglous experience. Ho was born In thostat 
Maine; In early youth was tho subject of pro 
found/religious conviction; his mother Wue a 
Congregatlonallst; his father v?u3 convortct 
In tho great revival of 1868. He used to be lot 
to tho Sabbath school by his mother, and re 
mcmborod the instruction of a devoted S. S 
teacher, who sought to bring him to Christ; ht 
used logo out when n little boy to road tbo 
testumout and pray; he was thus blessed, but 
he did not toll It to his mother, and ho grudu 
ally lost the good secured, aud finally become 
indifferent to religious life. Tneo his heart 
became hard and adverse to religion; he be 
(fan to largely Imbibe scepticism, and although 
the great revival of 1800 swept ovor tho coun 
try, bo was utterly unmoved. Yet In those 
younger days ho hail tho abiding conviction 
that ho should preach tbo Gospel some iliac; 
but ho also had a constant hatred for minis- 
ters of tho Gospel. Tho looturo of UlBuop 
Simpson on a cull to preach, roaowofl his con- 
viction. When about Kl years old he left bis 
home for tho West; had studied law at Har- 
vard University, anil Intended to sock a niimo. 
He never went to church for good, but drank 
In eagerly every form of scepticism; ho wns 
bitter against religion and spurned It. Soon 
after coming West ho mnrriotl; hia wlfo was a 
Christian lady, and to this ovunt ho attributed 
his Imal reform. Soon after ho turued hlB at- 
tantlon to politics; was elected to uouirresu for 
twotorms; he went as confirmed nn Infidel B.« 
could be—perhaps as far as any man could KO. 
Just about the middle of January during tho 
1870-7 session of CODKI-OBB, there cuiuo to hla 
heart a strange Inlluonce, but It came In a dis- 
turbing way. 1 could almost always MOO bo- 
1'oro my mental vision a ]ll!>[o, tbu truth* 
striking conviction Into his soul, anil making 
real the truths he had tried most to deny, llo 
wculd then try to shako thorn off while In eon- 
gross—It was tbo Holy Spirit. (Kemark by Dr. 
Lowroy that tbo Holy Spirit went to congress 
onco.) He fell that God was displeased with 
hla heart and llfo; ho was sorely trouble*!, and 
no argument would quiet that fueling in his 
heart; this was almost constant. After con- 
gress closed he went home lull of plauB for 
the future. Soon u revlvul couduclc'd by an 
evangelist commenced, and ho tboUKht If he 
could bolJ out through tbls, lie would novor 
bo disturbed again. Tho evangelist led tho 
meeting, his subject being "Kvory man to lilfl 
work," but It was not addressed tobltn.ar.d 
bo thought that man could not take bin). The 
meetings had not progressed long, when ho 
learned that his Wlfo, with two or throe other 
ladles, had Joined In prayer during January 
for bis oon\-lotlon nnd conversion. Tbmi ho 
saw that was tho reason for his conviction — 
was the prayers of tboeo women In Charles 
City, Iowa, which was auawored In Washing- 
ton, 1200 miles away. Mrs, Pratt had before 
this been very much engrossed about him; 
about tbo middle of January she went to hor 
room, but had no liberty In prayer; fioehowas 
led to consecrate herself wholly to God; al tor 
that Bbo had the spirt of prayer forhlm; ottou 
was moved to spend hours in prnyor, In great 
agony—that's tho kind of prayer that brought 
conviction to his heart tu Washington. Aftor 
he learned the fact that bis wife nnd frlr nde 
wero praying for him, tho last refuse was de- 
stroyed. He resisted entreaty until ono nlxht 
his wife spoke to Mrs. Huuter,and ho saw that 
she nad boon AsUod to speak to him: be said to 
himself, that woman is coming to mo; 
but she passed bepotul rne, am! tltoii lie 
saw hor standing wcoptny behind him, and he 
was moved by the sight and spoke kindly to 
her, and ho felt bis heart was yielding and tho 
tears started from hid eyee. Mo would not 
promise her anything, but bo gave her his 
band. Tbat night bo walked homo In sllouco 
with his wlfo, and after being gone awhile ho 
returned late at nlgbt and found bis wife Bit- 
ting with the open lllblo, which WHS wrong 
side up. She suggested: Henry, will you lot 
moprayforyou beforey«u retlrer Hodroppod 
on nls knees, and sbo consecrated herself, 
children, hlmsolf, and everything, and was 
willing to abide by tho results of her conver-

He wautod 
to see those eyes. Next In- knew he was kneel- 
ing bostdo his wife iu prayer and tcara. Hta 
wlfo shouted and wopt. He weut to mooting 
tbat night and after tho minister was through 
he wanted to speak but could only weep. Af- 
ter tbat In May bo Joined tho Motbodlst church 
and began to preach. Soon after bo went to 
Clear Lake Catnp meeting, a meeting for tbo 
promotion of holiness. Dr. Watson preached 
from "If wo walk In the light." ic. This 
brought him under conviction for something 
more than he bad, but unfortunately ho fell In 
company with those among whom was his pas- 
tor who opposed holiness, and ho wus preju- 
diced against It; but It was not lonp t>cforo ho 
aaw that ho must havo tbo fulness of love and 
peace, and ho went to Clear Lako ft^ain to seek 
tho blessing of sanotlflcatlon, and SOOD nfter 
he got thero Christ touched bis soul and n 
mighty river of lovo llowed through hla soul, 
and this precious lovo was his over slnco aud 
Is to-day. He loved to tell the story to exalt 
Christ, for It satlslles bis longing as uotblng 
else can do.

Btttnral sequel of on electric telegraph, 
and thoro Is tbcrttore nothing transcend- 
ing belief in the allegation of Proi. 
Flceniinn; Jmikin nt a recent mcctiaf" of 
tho British Society of Arts that" ho has 
discovered a method of telt^raphing 
goods and passengci-s as well as mes- 
sages. The general introduction of "te^ 
phorago" would certainly involve the 
modification of ugood inauy commercial 
theories, as well us a considorurJItt en- 
lar^emcrtt of our means of locomotion, 
but the 1'rofes.sor is modest enough not 
to propose to do away with sU,-:im rail- 
roads all at once. In f:ict ho Hof opin- 
ion thut tol[<lior liues, such ns ho ivishe? 
to seo in oj>eratioii. would never com- 
pete successfully with railways in cases 
where Uic trallic is sufficient to pay a 
dividend oji a largo capital. All that bo 
claims for his invention is that it will 
provide a useful auxiliary to existing 
railways nnd a chc:>p mode of transport 
in now countries. 


Tho word telpherage—or more prop- 


erly tclphorage — designates all modes oi 
transport effected automatically with tho 
aid of electricity, but is employed by 
Prof. Flccming Junkin specially to in- 
dicate his method of conveying goods at 
a slow pace and u cheap rato. His tol- 
pbcr limw aro to be nm on suspended 
rodevruiscd above tho level of the roads 
in such a way as to bo free from inter- 
ference. 
Two lines havo been erected 


and worked near Wcston, in England, 
and a short sample line has been shipped 
to Peru where it will doubtless be re- 
ported ou by some practical American 
resident. 


As to tbo uses to which telpherag-o 


may be applied, it is said to be capable 
of conveying grain, coal, gravel, sand, 
nnd in f.'ict, all kinds of minerals, meat, 
fish, salt, manure, fruit, vegetables, and 
all gooils which may be conveniently 
divided into two or three hundred 
weight; and Prof. Jouldnis oonlident of 
being able to design lines capable of 
currying twice this weight in each truck. 


Mo land need bo purchased to begin 


with, for telpher lines do not interfere 
with agriculture or any other use tho 
ground can be put 
No preliminary 


engineering expenses in the way of sur- 
veying need be undertaken: telpherage 
ignores such dilllculties aa steep gradi- 
ents and sharp curves. No omuank- 
rucut-s, cuttings, bridges or fences will 
be rci'iuirod—a sing.lu-whe.cl path raised 
on rods being all that i« needed iu the 
form of nieclianical contrivance to en- 
able a telpherage company to begin 
operations. Tlio total cost, including 
apparently both the construction of tho 
lino nnd the erection or purchase of 
rolling stock, need not exceed scvon 
thousand seven hundred and seventy- 
fivo dollars a year "for a daily duty of 
six hundred ton miles." 
By far tho 


greater pavt of this expenditure would 
bo laid out on plant, including locomo- 
tives, trains and dynamos; and no ad- 
•.lilional expense beyond tho acquisition 
of more rolling stock would bo involved 
in increased traffic. 
According to Prof. 


Jonkhv'n estimate it would pay a U'Ju- 
pher lino, making ull allowance for es- 
tablishmunt nnd maintenance, to carry 
goods any distance for four cents per 
ton por mile. 
This is, it will bo ob- 


served, about double tho usual railway 
freight; but, on tho other hand, it is 
only ono-sixth port of the average 
chargo for callage, and wo do not know 
whether tho inventor of tho system an- 
ticipates any considerable reduction as 
likely to result from increased facilities 
and perfected machinery. Our mar- 
kets would bo revolutionized if some 
simple method of conveying agricultural 
and mining produce from {.heir homo to 
tho place of sale could bo devised; and 
i,, mav bo that somo inventive Yankee 
mav discern in telpherage a hint which 
gha"!! place him on the path of discovery.
